FOREWARD 

On  June  30, 1972,  the  Legislature  appointed  a  Select  Committee  to 
examine,  study  and  inquire  into  matters  regarding  land  drainage  in 
Ontario. 

The  Legislature  recognized  that  land  drainage  is  an  essential  soil 
management  practice  which  has  developed  and  grown  with  the  need 
for  agricultural  and  non-agricultural  drained  land  and  also  that  the 
basic  objectives  to  be  achieved  and  the  means  of  fulfilling  these 
objectives  through  drainage  legislation  and  programs  should  be 
examined  as  part  of  a  continuing  appraisal  of  land  use  in  Ontario. 

The  Committee  was  specifically  requested  to  examine,  study  and 
inquire  into  the  following  matters: 

1.  The  objectives  of  land  drainage  as  an  agricultural  practice  and 
the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  such  practice. 

2.  The  associated  problems  of  competing  land  use  in  the  urban 
fringe  and  in  wetlands,  as  influenced  by  land  drainage 
projects. 

3.  The  problem  of  public  interest  in  land  use  over  the  drainage  of 
private  lands  by  individuals. 

4.  The  prior  evaluation  of  the  benefits  and  costs  of  a  drainage 
project. 

5.  An  evaluation  of  the  petition  procedure  for  initiating  a 
drainage  project. 

6.  A  review  of  the  construction,  improvement  and  maintenance 
procedures  under  'The  Drainage  Act"  in  achieving  the 
objectives. 

7.  A  review  of  the  appeal  procedures  under  'The  Drainage  Act". 

8.  A  review  of  the  financial  procedures  and  assistance  under 
"The  Drainage  Act"  and  other  drainage  problems. 

9.  A  study  of  the  costs  of  land  drainage  and  what  influences  such 
costs  and  how  they  may  be  reduced,  i.e.,  engineering  costs, 
etc. 


10.  An  evaluation  of  construction  practices  in  general  and  erosion 
and  weed  control  of  drainage  ditches  in  detail. 

11.  A  review  of  the  administrative  practices  and  methods  in 
carrying  out  responsibility  under  "The  Drainage  Act". 

After  due  study  and  consideration  the  Committee  is  instructed  to 
recommend  such  changes  in  the  laws,  procedures  and  processes  as 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  may  be  necessary  and  desirable. 

The  Committee  appointed  Mr.  James  Monteith,  P.Eng.,  of  the 
consulting  firm  of  Monteith-Ingram  Engineering  Ltd.,  Petrolia, 
Ontario,  as  its  technical  adviser.  Mr.  J.E.  O'Meara,  Associate 
Director  of  the  Economics  Branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Food,  was  assigned  to  act  as  Research  Director.  The  Clerk  of  the 
House  appointed  Mr.  David  Callfas  as  Clerk  of  the  Committee. 

Miss  Jane  Maher,  Miss  Glenda  du  Sart  and  Miss  Maureen  Dunne, 
handled  the  secretarial  duties. 

In  August,  the  Committee  advertised  its  terms  of  reference  in 
weekly  and  daily  newspapers  and  invited  written  briefs  and 
intentions  to  make  oral  presentations.  As  a  result,  the  Committee 
received  117  briefs,  and  letters  from  143  concerned  individuals  who 
wished  to  be  heard. Lists  of  these  briefs  and  individuals  are  included 
in  the  appendices. 

The  Committee  began  its  travels  and  hearings  on  August  23,  1972, 
in  Kingston  and  since  that  time  has  travelled  8,000  miles  by 
chartered  and  commercial  aircraft  and  by  bus.  Hearings  were  held 
in  both  afternoon  and  evening  sessions  and  a  list  of  the  places  is  on 
pages 

This  program  was  quite  strenuous  and  called  on  the  Committee 
members  and  staff  to  exert  themselves  to  capacity.  The  attendance 
of  members  at  the  meetings  and  hearings  was  gratifying  and 
averaged  84  per  cent.  This  interest  by  the  members  of  the 
Committee  was  shared  also  by  members  of  the  public  who  attended 
in  large  numbers  and  stayed  on  to  hear  discussion  lasting  sometimes 


until  midnight.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  subject  of  land  drainage 
attracts  a  great  deal  of  interest  from  farmers  who  may  wish  to  have 
their  lands  drained  and  municipal  councillors  who  must  deal  with 
the  administration  of  the  legislation. 

This  interim  report  deals  only  with  the  most  immediate  and 
pressing  situations  which  have  been  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the 
Committee.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Committee  to  continue  to  hold 
hearings  until  the  whole  of  the  province  has  been  covered. 

Meanwhile,  the  Committee  has  commissioned  some  research  on 
certain  items  of  the  terms  of  reference.  Studies  dealing  with 
cost-benefit  analysis  and  conflicts  of  interest  in  drainage  areas,  have 
been  assigned  to  a  research  group  at  York  University.  It  is  expected 
these  studies  will  be  available  for  review  by  the  Committee  in 
August-September  1973. 

Technical  studies  on  costs  of  construction,  engineering, 
construction  practices,  weed  control,  etc.,  will  also  be  undertaken  in 
1973,  by  the  firm  of  Todgham  and  Case  Limited,  consulting  Civil 
Engineers  of  Chatham,  Ontario. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  record  its  appreciation  of  the  valuable 
assistance  received  from  the  field  staff  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Food,  especially  the  Agricultural  Representatives 
and  the  Agricultural  Engineering  Extension  Specialists.  These 
gentlemen  did  much  to  ensure  attendance  at  hearings  and  the 
engineers,  in  particular,  were  most  helpful  in  arranging  visits  to 
actual  drainage  areas  and  sites. 

Travels  of  the  Committee  outside  of  the  province  included  visits  to 
Michigan,  Nova  Scotia,  Newfoundland  and  Quebec.  The  Michigan 
trip  allowed  the  Committee  members  to  see  the  latest  in  drainage 
equipment  in  actual  operation  at  a  demonstration  field  day 
sponsored  by  The  Michigan  Drainage  Contractors  Association.  In 
Nova  Scotia,  the  workings  of  The  Drainage  Commission  were 
examined  and  in  Newfoundland,  the  Committee  was  impressed  with 
the  research  work  being  carried  out  in  the  draining  of  bog  lands  for 
production  of  vegetables. 

In  Quebec,  the  comparison  of  drainage  policies  between  the  two 
jurisdictions  proved  enlightening  and  may  require  further  talks  at  a 
later  date. 


The  Ministers  of  Agriculture  and  their  deputies  in  these  three 
provinces  were  extremely  helpful  in  providing  assistance  by  their 
staffs  and  for  this  the  Committee  is  most  grateful. 

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS 

The  basic  resource  of  any  agricultural  economy  is  the  land  upon 
which  the  crops  are  grown.  Farmers  have  always  been  under 
pressure  to  increase  their  productivity  in  order  to  satisfy  the 
consuming  capacity  of  the  population  of  the  country  and  the  world 
but  since  land  is  a  limited  resource,  they  have  had  to  utilize  aids  to 
production,  such  as  better  seed,  fertilizer  and  drainage. 

Water  from  rainfall,  of  course,  is  another  absolute  necessity  for 
the  production  of  crops,  but  too  much  of  a  good  thing  sometimes 
results  in  under  capacity  production.  Therefore,  the  need  for 
underdrainage  and  the  moving  of  water  off  the  surface  has  been 
widely  recognized  in  agriculture. 

The  Committee  has  certainly  become  aware,  in  its  travels  through 
eastern  and  northern  Ontario,  that  the  matter  of  drainage  of 
agricultural  land  is  not  only  important  but  necessary  to  the  future  of 
agriculture  in  these  areas  of  the  province.  Mention  has  been  made  of 
the  intense  interest  of  members  of  the  public  who  attended  our 
hearings  and  it  has  been  noticed  that  in  many  cases  the  solution  to 
drainage  problems  sometimes  becomes  an  emotional  issue,  involved 
with  neighbours  and  friends  and  inevitably,  the  assessment  of  costs. 

While  nobody  disputes  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  an  adequate 
program  of  land  drainage,  the  escalating  costs  of  the  various  fees, 
procedures  and  actual  construction  of  drainage  works  is  often  a 
great  deterrent  to  further  expansion  of  these  works  and  their  obvious 
benefits.  As  mentioned,  the  Committee  has  commissioned  research 
studies  on  these  inter-related  matters. 

One  of  the  major  conflicts  already  apparent  to  the  Committee 
exists  where  drainage  works,  either  private  or  municipal,  are 
confronted  with  the  necessity  of  crossing  under  a  provincial  highway 
or  a  county  or  township  road  or  any  type  of  transportation  affecting 
land  drainage.  The  method  of  apportioning  costs  in  this  instance  is 
not  easily  resolved.  The  dispute  revolves  around  the  question  of 
benefit  with  some  authorities  claiming  all  the  benefit  accrues  to  the 
farm  lands  being  drained.  Other  authorities  hold  to  their  belief  that 


roads,  etc.,  are  unnatural  barriers  to  normal  drainage  flow  and 
should  therefore  bear  their  share  of  the  costs  of  carrying  the  drain  to 
a  sufficient  outlet.  This  issue  is  contentious  and  the  Committee  is 
agreed  that  much  further  study  and  evidence  is  required  before  any 
definitive  pronouncement  can  be  made. 

The  Committee  is,  of  course,  concerned  first  of  all  with  the 
legislation  pertaining  to  drainage  and,  in  its  work,  will  attempt  to 
reduce  the  difficulties  and  streamline  the  procedures  in  order  that 
the  benefits  of  drainage  can  be  brought  to  more  and  more  producers. 
But  at  the  same  time,  some  way  must  be  found  to  keep  costs  under 
control  and  also  to  enhance  the  government  programs  which  will 
enable  the  farmer  to  produce  more  effectively  from  his  basic  and 
most  important  resource,  his  land.  The  aim  of  the  Committee  will  be 
to  make  recommendations  in  its  final  report  which  will  deal  with  the 
terms  of  reference  laid  down  in  the  resolution  of  the  Legislature,  in 
the  hope  that  these  recommendations  will  result  in: 

(1)  greater  efficiency  of  agricultural  production. 

(2)  an  effective  means  of  resolving  conflicts  of  interest,  giving 
full  weight  to  the  concerns  of  the  public  interest  as 
propounded  by  those  concerned  with  protection  of  the 
environment. 

(3)  workable  legislation  which  will  bring  benefits  to  all 
concerned. 

A.R.D.A.  ASSISTANCE  TO  DRAINS 

The  Federal-Provincial  program  known  as  A.R.D.A.  has  been  in 
existence  now  since  1961.  This  program  has  been  concerned  with 
alternate  land  use,  soil  and  water  conservation  and  general  rural 
development.  Under  the  provisions  of  soil  and  water  conservation, 
the  A.R.D.A.  program  in  Ontario  over  the  years  has  made  a 
worthwhile  and  significant  financial  contribution  to  the  extension  of 
drainage  facilities  for  agricultural  production. 

The  third  Rural  Development  Agreement  now  existing  and 
terminating  in  1975,  set  broad  priorities  for  programs  in  Ontario  and 
one  of  these  was  concerned  with  the  development  of  natural 
resources.  In  Part  II  of  the  agreement,  under  the  heading  of  land  use 
and  farm  adjustment,  provision  is  made  in  section  18,  sub-section  8, 
for  the  development  of  agricultural  land  through  drainage   in 


selected  rural  areas  of  Ontario  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the 
efficiency  and  productivity  of  viable  farms.  Part  II  then  goes  on  to 
say  that  under  these  provisions  shareable  costs  shall  not  exceed 
66-2  3  per  cent  of  the  total  cost.  This,  in  effect,  means  that  Ontario 
contributes  one  third  of  the  total  cost  and  the  Federal  government 
contributes  one-third.  Thus  the  figures  quoted  below  are  the 
one-third  contribution  to  drainage  costs  in  Ontario  as  provided  for 
through  A.R.D.A.:

Decision  was  taken  by  A.R.D.A.  to  assist  drainage  programs  in 
Eastern  Ontario  in  1966  and  shortly  thereafter  this  assistance  was 
extended  to  cover  the  whole  of  Southern  Ontario.  This  decision  to 
extend  the  assistance  was  revoked  as  of  December  31,  1968,  and  at 
present  assistance  is  available  only  to  the  eleven  eastern  counties  of 
the  province. 

The  Committee  has  learned  from  the  Director  of  A.R.D.A.  for 
Ontario,  that  it  is  planned  that  such  a  program  of  assistance  to 
drainage  works  shall  terminate  as  of  March  31,  1973.  Because  of  the 
great  need  and  because  the  A.R.D.A.  assistance  is  so  essential  in  the 
eleven  eastern  counties,  it  has  been  made  clear  to  us  in  our  hearings 
throughout  Eastern  Ontario  that  the  withdrawal  of  A.R.D.A. 
assistance  would  result  in  a  significant  deterioration  of  the 
construction  programs  of  drainage  works  in  this  area. 

As  is  well  known,  the  rainfall  in  Eastern  Ontario  during  the  past 
summer  has  been  exceptionally  high.  Many  crops  were  not  sown  and 
many  were  not  harvested  because  of  extremely  heavy  rainfall. 
Interest  in  drainage  is  therefore  high  in  Eastern  Ontario  and  March, 
1973  would  apear  to  be  an  inappropriate  time  to  remove  the  A.R.D.A. 
assistance  to  drainage  from  the  eleven  eastern  counties  in  Ontario. 

IT  IS  THEREFORE  RECOMMENDED  THAT:         -    A.R.D.A. 

assistance  to  drainage  works  in  the  eleven  eastern  counties  of 
Ontario  be  continued  until  the  end  of  the  Federal-Provincial  Rural 


Development  Agreement  in  March  31,  1975. 

DEMONSTRATION  PLOTS 

Throughout  its  travels  in  Northern  Ontario,  the  Committee 
became  acutely  aware  of  the  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  benefits  of 
drainage  to  farmers  and  their  lands.  In  some  instances,  this  lack  of 
knowledge  could  be  attributed  to  lack  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the 
representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  or  it  could  be 
attributed  to  lack  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  farmer  himself  who 
had  not  been  made  aware  of  the  advantages  of  land  drainage. 

Then  again,  although  he  may  have  been  aware  of  the  advantages 
of  drainage  in  the  areas  in  which  the  farm  was  located,  the  crops 
were  not  such  that  the  farmer  could  see  the  economic  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  drainage  and  as  a  result,  no  great  effort  was  exerted  to 
obtain  the  information  necessary  regarding  legislation  or  assistance 
available  to  tile  his  land.  It  appears  to  the  Committee  that  an 
expanded  program  of  education  in  the  values  of  draining  land  should 
be  undertaken  and  that  this  responsibility  should  rest  with  the 
Extension  Branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Food. 

This  expanded  program  should  consist  of  schools  for  the 
councillors  and  municipal  officials  and  a  continued  development  of 
awareness  of  the  assistance  available  to  farmers  who  wish  to  have 
their  lands  tiled  and  drained. 

The  Committee  was  very  impressed  by  the  dramatic 
demonstration  of  the  value  of  tile  drainage  on  individual  plots  when 
they  viewed  the  areas  in  Dundas  County  which  were  devastated  by 
extensive  rains  in  the  spring  and  summer  of  1972.  Local  M.P.P.'s 
and  local  agricultural  representatives  along  with  their  engineers, 
conducted  visits  through  the  wet  areas  of  their  counties  to  show  the 
Committee  the  effects  on  crops  of  tiled  and  untiled  land.  In  one  area 
where  two  fields  of  corn  were  contiguous  the  eye  could  see  the  full 
growth  of  the  corn  in  one  field  and  the  complete  crop  loss  in  the  other 
field. 

In  Northern  Ontario,  both  east  and  west,  the  lack  of  understanding 
of  local  farmers  about  the  benefits  of  drained  land  was  painfully 
evident  and  many  seemed  dubious  about  the  benefits,  especially 


when  related  to  the  possible  costs.  The  Committee  had  expected  to 
see  demonstration  plots  and  research  on  the  subject  being  carried 
out  by  the  Canada  Department  of  Agriculture  at  its  farms  in 
Kapuskasing  and  Thunder  Bay.  This  was  not  so,  however,  and  it  was 
brought  to  our  attention  that  the  responsibility  for  such 
demonstrations  and  extension  work  rests  with  the  Provincial 
Ministry. 

THE  COMMITTEE  THEREFORE  RECOMMENDS  THAT:  - 

demonstration  drainage  plots  be  provided  for  the  farmers  of 
Northern  Ontario  to  make  them  aware  of  the  advantages  of  drainage 
by  seeing  the  actual  application  of  the  technique  in  their  area  to 
crops  suitable  to  the  area.  As  well,  cost  records  and  crop  yields  must 
be  kept  on  these  plots  so  that  in  addition  to  visual  appreciation  of  the 
values,  farmers  may  be  able  to  examine  detailed  records  of  actual 
costs  and  yields.  It  is  suggested  that  at  least  three  plots  of  perhaps  25 
acres  each  be  instituted  and  located,  one  in  the  Timmins  area,  one  in 
the  Kapuskasing  area  and  one  in  the  Thunder  Bay  area.  The 
Committee  is  convinced  that  such  plots  would  be  of  tremendous 
benefit  to  the  farmers  of  Northern  Ontario  and  leaves  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Food  the  method  of  operation  and  administration 
of  these  plots. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  LEGISLATION 

The  Tile  Drainage  Act,  1971 

In  this  Act,  Section  1  (b)  restricts  the  operation  of  the  Act  to  a 
municipality  which  is  defined  in  the  Act  as  a  city,  town,  village, 
township  or  improvement  district.  This  Act  provides  that  the 
municipality  may  issue  debentures  which  are  sold  to  the  Province 
of  Ontario  and  with  the  money  thus  provided  the  municipality  lends 
funds  to  the  farmer,  at  a  favourable  rate  of  interest  of  4  per  cent  up 
to  a  maximum  of  75  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  installation  of 
underdrainage  by  tile  on  the  farmer's  land. 

These  loans  are  repaid  to  the  township  in  ten  annual  payments  and 
are  collected  with  the  annual  taxes.  It  is  obvious  that  this  procedure 
can  only  be  carried  out  by  a  municipality  which  has  the  necessary 
organization  and  officials  to  provide  the  debentures  and  collect  the 
borrowings  on  the  tax  roll. 

The   Committee  was   interested   in   learning   from   individual 


farmers  in  unorganized  areas  that  they  were  ineligible  for  tile 
drainage  loans  under  this  Act  at  the  preferential  interest  rates.  It 
seems  really  unfair  that  capable  farmers  living  in  such  areas  should 
be  required  to  finance  the  installation  of  tiles  at  current  rates  of 
interest  when  other  farmers  in  neighbouring  organized 
municipalities  are  able  to  borrow  at  a  very  favourable  rate. 

THE  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDS  THAT:  -  The  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Food  make  loans  available  to  farmers  in 
unorganized  territories  and  districts  at  the  same  favourable  rate 
and  terms  that  farmers  in  other  areas  are  able  to  borrow  under  The 
Tile  Drainage  Act  for  the  purpose  of  installing  tile  drains  in  their 
fields. 

The  Drainage  Act,  1970 

The  Drainage  Act  1970,  is  an  amalgamation  of  four  other  Acts 
which  were  put  together  into  one  Act.  These  Acts  are  as  follows  : 

1)  The  Municipal  Drainage  Act,  1960 

2)  The  Ditches  and  Watercourses  Act,  1960 

3)  The  Provincial  Aid  to  Drainage  Act,  1960 

4)  The  Inter-Provincial  Drainage  Act,  1960 

The  Ditches  and  Watercourses  Act,  1960,  appears  in  The  Drainage 
Act,  1970  as  section  4. 

The  Committee  has  not  heard  many  discussions  in  their  hearings 
regarding  section  4  and  its  effects  or  intention.  It  has  been  necessary 
in  some  instances,  however,  to  recommend  to  individuals  who 
appeared  before  the  Committee  with  particular  problems  associated 
with  the  drainage  of  their  land  that  they  could  perhaps  apply  for 
drainage  relief  under  section  4  of  the  Act. 

From  conversations  with  practising  engineers,  and  with  the 
engineering  staff  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Food,  it  is 
evident  to  the  Committee  that  this  section  of  the  Act  is  little  used.  In 
the  last  number  of  years  only  one  or  two  of  those  questioned  were 
able  to  recall  instances  where  an  individual  farmer  successfully  was 
able  to  proceed  under  this  section  of  the  Act. 

With  regard  to  section  4  (1),  a  case  was  brought  to  our  attention 
where  persons  in  an  urban  municipality  might  possibly  have  taken 
advantage  of  section  4  but  were  prevented  because  sub-section  1 
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restricts  application  of  this  section  to  the  drainage  of  "any 
agricultural  land".  There  was  some  discussion  within  the 
Committee  that  the  restriction  to  agricultural  land  should  be 
removed  but  it  was  pointed  out  that  affected  land  owners  in  urban 
areas  might  properly  proceed  under  The  Local  Improvement  Act  or 
The  Municipal  Act  in  order  to  seek  relief  from  flooding  or  other 
conditions  caused  by  poor  drainage. 

Problems  remain,  however,  where  small  drainage  problems  in 
urban  areas  exist  which  cannot  be  corrected  under  The  Drainage 
Act  and  which  at  the  same  time  do  not  warrant  the  institution  of 
lengthy  procedures  under  the  Acts  mentioned  above. 

Semi-urban  areas  present  another  problem  where  landowners  do 
not  know  wherein  lies  their  relief  from  drainage  problems. 

The  Committee  feels  those  charged  with  the  administration  of  The 
Local  Improvement  Act  and  The  Municipal  Act  should  be  made 
aware  of  these  grey  areas  where  citizens  and  taxpayers  are  unable 
to  obtain  relief  without  undue  delay  and  sometimes  at  great  expense. 

Section  4  (2)  requires  the  individual  seeking  relief  to  deposit  the 
sum  of  $100  to  permit  the  engineer  appointed  to  make  an  initial 
investigation.  This  figure  has  not  changed  since  1947  and  the 
Committee  feels  that  this  amount  should  be  increased. 

One  of  the  obvious  reasons  for  the  inability  of  farmers  to  use  this 
section,  is  the  limit  of  $2500  contained  in  sub-section  3  of  section  4. 
Our  information  is  that  this  limit  imposed  in  1947  was  quite 
sufficient.  This  amount  has  not  been  changed  since  and  it  is  obvious 
to  the  Committee  that  the  amount  of  $2500  is  much  too  restrictive 
especially  when  barriers  such  as  highways  and  railways  must  be 
crossed  and  therefore  should  be  changed  to  meet  cost  levels  of  the 
70's. 

Section  4  (4)  restricts  the  assessment  of  costs  of  the  work  to  lands 
lying  within  150  roas  from  the  sides  of  the  drain  and  within  150  rods 
from  the  point  of  commencement  of  the  drain.  Difficulties  arise  with 
such  limitations  when  one  land  owner  becomes  properly  assessable 
and  his  neighbour  does  not,  providing  his  neighbour  lives  beyond  the 
150  rods  specified  in  the  Act.  Therefore  it  would  appear  in  the 
interest  of  equity  that  the  limits  be  deleted. 

Sub-section  6  requires  the  council  to  appoint  an  engineer  and  to 
some  degree  the  sub-section  also  defines  the  duties  of  the  engineer. 
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It  is  clear  that  the  engineer  is  required  to  report  on  the  need  for  the 
drainage  but  it  is  not  clear  that  he  is  required  to  report  if  there  is  no 
need.  Since  sub-section  8  also  requires  the  council  to  proceed  to 
adopt  the  report,  then  it  is  felt  that  sub-section  6  should  require  the 
engineer  to  report  if,  in  his  opinion,  the  work  is  not  required  or  is 
impractical.  Sub-section  8  is  quite  mandatory  when  it  says  that  the 
council  of  the  municipality  shall  adopt  the  report,  proceed  to 
implement  it  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  unless  the  requisition  of  the 
original  req'iisitioner  is  withdrawn.  The  Committee  feels  that  this 
section  is  much  too  strong  in  its  effect  and  that  council  should  have 
an  opportunity  to  ask  for  reconsideration  by  the  engineer. 

Section  62  (1)  provides  that  grants  may  be  made  under  this  Act, 
for  drainage  works  undertaken  in  accordance  with  sections  3,  49  or 
53.  No  provision  is  made  for  grants  to  aid  drains  constructed  under 
the  provisions  of  section  4.  We  are  informed  that  the  fact  of  no  grant 
being  available  for  section  4  drains  is  causing  farmers  who  are 
opposed  to  the  drain  to  agree  reluctantly  to  a  petition  under  section  3 
because  drains  under  that  section  are  eligible  for  grants.  Thus,  in 
many  cases,  requisition  drains  become  petition  drains.  The  wisdom 
of  continuing  such  a  situation  is  questioned. 

THE  COMMITTEE  THEREFORE  RECOMMENDS  THAT: 

(1)  Section  4  (2)  of  The  Drainage  Act  be  amended  to  change  the 
sum  of  $100  to  read  $200. 

(2)  Section  4  (3)  of  The  Drainage  Act  be  amended  to  change  the 
sum  of  $2500  to  read  $7500. 

(3)  Sub-section  4  of  Section  4  of  The  Drainage  Act  be  deleted  in  its 
entirety. 

(4)  Section  4  (6)  of  The  Drainage  Act  make  provision  for  the 
engineer  to  report  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  drainage  work 
proposed  is  not  required  or  is  impractical. 

(5)  Section  4  (8)  of  The  Drainage  Act  be  amended  to  permit  the 
municipality  to  ask  for  a  reconsideration  by  the  engineer,  and 
that  the  engineer  be  required  to  file  his  new  report  within  60 
days." 

(6)  Section  62  (1)  of  The  Drainage  Act  be  amended  by  making 
eligible  for  grants,  drainage  works  undertaken  under  section  4 
of  the  Act.
